The  Reverend  Leon  Howard  Sullivan,  minister  of 
the  Zion  Baptist  Church  and  founder  of  the  Negro 
Self-Help  Opportunity  Centers,  will  address  the 
forum  assembly  at  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  10  a.m.

Rev.  Sullivan  will  also  address  a Salt  Lake  City 
audience  Thursday  evening  at  the  Assembly  Hall  on 
Temple  Square.

Founder  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Opportunities  Industrialization  Centers  of 
America,  Rev.  Sullivan  is  also  founder  of  Progress 
Aerospace  Industry.  This  organization  is  probably 
the  first  sizeably  American  aerospace  community 
self-help  enterprise  owned  and  administered  by 
colored  people. 

Since  his  arrival  at  Philadelphia  in  1950,  the 
membership  of  the  Zion  Baptist  Church  has  grown 
from  600  to  5,000.  Activities  of  the  Church  include 
a day  care  center,  federal  credit  union,  community 
center  program  for  youth  and  adult  activities, 
employment  agency,  adult  education  reading 
classes,  numerous  athletic  teams  and  choral  groups 
as  well  as  a family  counseling  service. 

Awards  received  by  Reverend  Sullivan  include  one 
of  the  10  outstanding  young  men  in  America,  the 
Afro-American  Achievement  Award.

After-Vietnam  Trip 


Wilkinson  Will  Support  Nixon  Plan 


‘Tis  The  Season’ 


It  would  be  the  most  tragic 
chapter  in  American  history  if  we 
withdrew  precipitately  from 
Vietnam. 

That  is  the  conclusion  of 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
after  a visit  to  Vietnam  with  a 
voluntary  group  of  American 
educators,  civic  and  veterans 
group  leaders  sponsored  by  the 
Freedoms  Foundation  at  Valley 
Forge. 

He  asserted  a precipitate 
withdrawal  would  mean  that 
40,000  Americans  would  have 
died  in  vain,  a repudiation  of 
national  promises  and 
commitments  made  by  four 
presidents,  a betrayal  of  our  allies 
and  our  friends,  a loss  of  world 
leadership  and  national 
humiliation,  and  it  would  not 
result  in  peace  but  instead  cause  a 
resurgence  of  violent  warfare  by 
the  Viet  Cong  and  wars  elsewhere. 

Speaks  for  Self 

“I  am  speaking  only  for  myself 
and  not  for  educational 
institutions  I have  represented  or 
now  represent,”  President 
Wilkinson  said.  (He  is  former 
president  of  the  American 
Association  of  Presidents  of 
Independent  Colleges  and 
Universities). 

‘‘I  do  not  profess  to  be  an 
expert  on  South  Vietnam.  There 
have  been  altogether  too  many  of

those  who  profess  to  be  experts 
and  are  not,  and  most  of  them 
have  never  set  foot  on  Vietnamese 
soil. 

‘‘However,  I came  to  South 
Vietnam  in  quest  of  original 
information.  I was  critical  of  our 
prosecution  of  the  war  for  it 
seemed  to  me  that  if  we  had 
fought  the  war  to  win,  this  war 
would  have  been  over  years  ago. 
But  on  the  other  hand  I am  now 
convinced  that  if  we  do  not 
precipitately  withdraw,  we  will 
still,  for  all  practical  purposes,  win 
this  war.” 

Reasons 

President  Wilkinson  gave  as  his 
reasons: 

1.  The  Viet  Cong,  with  only  a 
few  pockets  of  exception,  have 


been  largely  contained  north  of 
the  17th  parallel. 

2.  The  South  Vietnamese  are 
showing  increased  evidence  of 
being  well  trained  and  ready  to 
take  the  place  of  American 
troops.  The  South  Vietnamese 
have  twice  as  many  soldiers  under 
arms  as  the  North  Vietnamese. 

3.  Enemy  infiltration  is  less 
than  20  per  cent  of  what  it  was  a 
year  ago. 

4.  U.S.  casualties  have  declined 
to  the  lowest  point  in  the  last 
three  years. 

5.  The  senseless  “moratorium” 
and  campus  disruptions  at  home 
do  not  seem  to  have  affected  the 
fighting  morale  of  our  troops. 

6.  A high  percentage  of  South

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION 

Editor, 

For  some  time  it  has  been  a 
policy  of  BYU  to  provide  a sound 
religious  education  for  students  of 
this  university.  In  fact,  Brigham 
Young  told  Dr.  Maeser  that  he 
“ought  not  to  teach  even  the 
alphabet  or  the  multiplication 
tables  without  the  spirit  of  God.” 
This  is  presently  interpreted  as 
two  hours  in  religion  for  each  full 
time  registration  up  to  16  hours, 
along  with  good  spirit  within 
other  disciplines. 

I contend  that  “two  hours  in 
religion  for  each  full  time 
registration  up  to  16  hours”  does 
not  a sound  religious  education 
make.  1 am  not  against  religious 
instruction,  not  even  required 
instruction.  After  all,  this  is  the 
prerogative  of  our  Church.  What  I 
am  against  is  (1)  a lack  of 
intellectual  preparation  by 
non-religion  teachers  teaching 
religion,  and  (b)  a professional 
clergy  (men,  even  though  they  be 
good  men,  being  paid  for  teaching 
a “Sunday  school”  class). 

I realize  that  as  the  requirement 
touches  each  of  the  24,000 
students,  it  must  also  touch  a lot 
of  teachers.  These  must  eat,  and 
they  must  be  paid.  But  shouldn’t 
they  also  be  required  to  teach 
something  else,  something  to  keep 
them  in  contact  with  the  world,  a 
chance  to  be  “in  the  world,  but 
not  of  it?” 

For  example,  in  my  class  this 
semester,  although  I have  heard 
one  good  story,  I have  not  been 
introduced  to  a single  new  idea. 
The  teacher  seems  so  bent  on 
callously  stuffing  me  with 
spirituality  that  he  has  ignored  my 
-interest  in  learning.  And  no  one 
knows  better  than  I how  much  I 
have  to  learn. 

I suggest  that,  among  other 
things,  (a)  religion  teachers  also 
teach  in  one  other  college  of  the 
university,  (b)  either  the  quality 
of  teaching  be  improved,  or  the 
16  hours  be  cut  in  half  (i.e.,  two 
hours  for  each  two  semesters), 
and  (c)  the  practice  of  religion 
teachers  writing  manuals  and 
having  the  religion  department 
require  it  for  several  classes  before 
the  individual  teachers  have  a 
chance  to  review  it,  be  checked 
into. 

I like  BYU,  and  would  rather 
not  make  these  suggestions  if  I 
didn’t  feel  they  were  necessary.  I 
hope  no  one  will  cut  off 
communication  at  the  point  of  “if 
you  don’t  like  BYU,  leave  it.” 
This  kind  of  reaction  precludes 
constructive  change. 

In  a political  science  class 
recently  we  answered  a university 
questionnaire  which  wondered  if 
the  class  had  inspired  us.  At  first  I 
smiled,  but  then  I had  to  agree. 
My  teacher  had  excited  me  about 
the  subject. 

The  fine  weekly  Devotional  and 
extensive  stake  organization  of 
BYU  has  grown  and  improved 
tremendously  in  recent  years. 
Shouldn’t  the  religion  department 
modify  its  position  as  “substitute 
Sunday  school”  and  become  a part 
of  the  university  which  has 
outgrown  it?

It  is 
entitled,  “You  See  the  Light  Only 
in  Darkness.”

“Every  day  young  men  are 
brought  into  Clark  AB  Hospital 
from  the  combat  zone  in 
Vietnam.  They  are  seriously 
wounded.  Some  have  had  their 
limbs  amputated.  Others  have 
suffered  internal  injuries  which 
will  incapacitate  them  for  life. 

“But  without  exception  they 
see  through  the  darkness  of  their 
suffering.  They  smile  and  show  a 
feeling  of  gratitude  to  those  who 
offer  their  help.  Their  only 
concern  is  for  their  parents,  wives, 
or  sweethearts  who  worry  back 
home. 

“War  is  not  pleasant.  But  a 
young  serviceman— be  he  marine, 
navy,  army,  or  air  force— has  made 
a committment.  He  has  faith  in 
this  committment.  He  presents 
quite  a contrast  with  other  men  in 
his  age  group  who  are  instigating 
riots  on  college  campuses. 

“He  may  wonder  about  his 
contemporaries  who  are  hiding 
from  the  draft.  But  in  his 
suffering,  he  knows  that  he— and 
not  they— are  accomplishing  the 
impossible  dream.  Youth  is 
confused.  But  there  are  still  a set 
of  values  to  achieve.  Unless  there 
is  sacrifice  these  values  can  never 
be  attained. 

“Most  of  the  young  men  air 
evacuated  from  Vietnam  do  not 
have  advanced  education.  They 
have  chosen  to  fulfill  their 
military  committment  before 
achieving  a college  degree. 

“They  do  wonder  why  young 
men  of  their  age  group,  who  ARE 
enjoying  a college  education,  are 
so  angry  and  upset.  But  they  are 
not  bitter.  They  only  feel  sorry 
for  these  young  men  who  do  not 
have  the  right  insight  to  see  the 
opportunities  Almighty  God  has 
given  them. 

“Maybe  the  reason  our 
wounded  servicemen  do  have 
insight  is  that  they  are  going 
through  an  ordeal  of  intense 
suffering.  Suffering  in  itself  may 
be  a source  of  darkness  . . . but  it 
is  only  in  darkness  that  you  can 
truly  see  the  light.  Would  the 
intense  depth  of  candlelight  show 
itself  in  the  sunshine-or  would  a 
star  radiate  beauty  in  the  light  of 
day?” 

I’m  proud  of  the  way  BYU 
supports  our  country’s  policies  in 
Vietnam  through  the  student 
support  of  the  ROTC  program. 
I’m  grateful  to  belong  to  a 
university  that  honors  our  flag 
and  believes  in  America.

Permission  to  construct  an 
antenna  that  will  boost 
KBYU-FM’s  power  four  times  has 
been  received  from  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission. 

In  a telegram  dated  Dec.  3,  the 
FCC  granted  the  application  by 
Broadcast  Services  for  a 
construction  permit  to  change 
KBYU-FM’s  antenna  and  antenna 
system,  including  increasing  the 
antenna  height  and  the  addition 
of  vertical  radiation  to  the  present 
horizontal. 

Leland  Stott,  KBYU-FM 
manager,  received  the  telegram 
Thursday  at  9:30  a.m.  He 
forwarded  the  news  to  Mr.  Ralph 
Silver,  chief  engineer  at  Broadcast 
Services.  Silver  commented  that 
this  was  “the  fasted  I have  seen 
the  FCC  act.”  He  didn’t  expect  to 
receive  the  construction  permit 
for  another  two  months.  The 
application  for  the  permit  was 
filed  in  September. 

The  new  antenna,  when 
connected  to  the  present 
transmitter  at  Farnsworth  Peak, 
will  increase  the  radiating  power 
four  times,  boosting  the  wattage 
from  1.8  kws  to  8 kws. 

The  power  boost  will  not 
enlarge  the  coverage  area  but  will 
improve  reception  in  the  existing 
area.  The  addition  of  vertical  FM 
will  make  it  possible  for  the 
station  to  be  well  received  by  auto 
FM  radios. 

Construction  on  the  new 
antenna  and  tower  began  in  June 
but  is  not  expected  to  be 
complete  until  the  beginning  of 
January. 

Wilkinson’s

Vietnam  is  now  safe  for  travel. 

7.  Village  elections  have  been 
held  in  most  of  South  Vietnam. 
The  result  has  been  a remarkable 
boost  in  the  morale  of  the  poeple. 
Previously  a large  percentage  of 
them  were  afraid  to  choose  sides, 
but  now  there  is  no  longer 
hesitancy  to  affiliate  with  and 
support  their  countrymen  and 
President  Thier. 

9.  The  level  of  enemy  activity 
has  drastically  dropped.  It  is 
doubtful  whether  they  are  capable 
of  any  further  sustained  offensive. 

President  Wilkinson  concluded, 
“I  therefore  support  President 
Nixon  in  his  plan  to  withdraw  our 
troops  with  deliberate  caution  and 
only  when  we  are  satisfied  the 
South  Vietnamese  are  competent 
to  retain  their  freedom  and 
preserve  their  country.”
